ENGLISH  AFFAIRS. 

Wc  have  extracted  from  different  papers 
the  most  material  items  concerning  the  con- 
troversy between  the  King  and.  Queen  of  Eng- 
land. Her  trial  in  the  house  of  Lords  was  fix- 
ed for  the  17th  August — or,  in  other  words, 
that  was  the  day  fixed  for  the  second  reading 
of  the  “ Bill  of  degradation  and  divorce,” 
when  witnesses  were  to  he  examined  and 
counsel  heard.  The  people  still  continued,  at 
the  last  dates,  to  manifest  their  warm  attach- 
ment to  the  Queen.  Addresses  of  the  most 
affectionate  character  were  constantly  pouring 
in  upon  her  majesty — all  of  which  . were  hand- 
somely received,  and  politely  replied  to.  F.x- 
cept  this  subject,  there  arc  but  few  other 
matters  from  that  quarter  of  Europe  worth 
noticing.  Our  readers  would  feel  very  ljttle 
interest  in  a detail  of  London  fashions — anac- 
• count  of  the  Bath  races — or  a disclosure  of  the 
wonderful  fact,  that  in  Goodwood  Park  a 
Pheasant  and  a Partridge  both  laid  their  eggs 
in  the  same  nest.  Nevertheless,  this  is  the 
kind  of  stuff  with  which  the  columns  of  the 
London  newspapers  are  filled.  There  has  been 
however,  a fact  recently  discovered  and  ex- 
posed connected  with  the  Royal  family,  that 
may  be  of  considerable  importance  as  to  the 
order  of  succession  to  the  throne.  At  least, 
it  presents  an  extraordinary  rase.  Wc  wil' 
give  as  brief  a view  of  it  as  possible.— 
Among  all  the  children  of  the  late  King,  it 
will  be  recollected  that  there  is  no  legitimate 
issue,  except  an  infant  daughter  left  by  the  late 
Duke  of  Kent.  Upon  the  demise  of  George 
IV,  the  crown  would  pass  lo  tiie  Duke  of 
Turk — from  him  to  the  Duke  of  Clarence, 
and  ultimately,  should  Clarence  not  have  is- 
*ue,  to  this  infant  child.  But  the  case  of 
which  we  speak  relates  to  a more  remote 
branch  of  the  royal  family.  It  seems  that  the 
Duke  of  Cumberland,  who  was  a brother  of 
George  the  111,  wras  actually  married  lo  a 
clergyman’s  daughter  previously  to  his  avow, 
ed  union  w ith  Mrs.  Morton,  and  that  a female 
child  was  bom  ofhis  first  marriage  who  is  now 
living,  and  w'ho  is  not  unknown  to  the  pre- 
sent court.  The  marriage  was  legal,  having 
been  consummated  prior  to  the  statute  c! 
177 J,  commonly  called  the  marriage  settle- 
ment Act.  Documents  of  the  most  authentic 
nature  exist  to  establish  this  fact,  and  which 
are  characterised  with  the  names  of  several 
illustrious  personages,  among  v horn,  are  the 
earl  of  Warwick,  the  late  earl  of  Chatham,  and 
the  late  Duke  of  Kent.  Junius,  in  one  of  his 
vinrlitcive  letters  to  tht  Duke  of  Cumberland, 
alludes  to  a previous  marriage  to  that  of  .Mrs. 
Morton,  the  sister  of  col  Luttrell.  It  appears 
that  reasons  of  state  urged  the  persons  pos 
sessing  knowledge  of  this  affair  not  to  disclose 
it  until  after  the  death  of  George  III. 

SPAIN. 

The  new  Cortes  assembled  at  Madrid  on 
the  6th  of  July  last,  and  was  duly  organized. 
M.  Espioa,  one  of  the  nr  st  enlightened  nitra 
bers  of  the  former  Cortes,  was  elected  Pre- 
sident, and  Qcihogi  the  distinguished  leader 
in  the  late  revolution  in  Spain,  was  designated 
as  Vice-President.  On  the  9th  Ferdinand 
made  his  appearance,  agreeably  to  appoint- 
ment, in  the  assembly,  and  publicly  took  the 
oath  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  Cortes. 
The  man.festations  of  joy  throughout  the 
Kingdom  were  immense  on  this  occasion.  The ! 
observance  of  the  day  at  Cadiz  is  compared 
by  tetter  writers,  to  the  most  splendid  com- 
memoration  of  the  pouiith  of  jolt  in  Ameri- 
ca. The  entrance  of  Quiroga  into  the  Capi- 
tol was  in  an  open  carriage.  The  populace, 
made  up  of  every  class  of  citizens,  received 
him  with  reiterated  acclamations  of  applause; 
and  the  King  welfomed  him  in  the  most  gra- 
gracious  manner. 

MISSOURI  ELECTION. 

The  last  St.  Louis  papers  only  furnished  ut 
the  result  of  the  election  in  that  county. — 
M'Nair’s  majority  for  Governor  over  Clark, 
was  420.  Cook’s  majority  for  Lieut.  Govern- 
or over  Ashley  was  470.  Scott’s  majority  for 
Congress  over  Caldwell  was  598.  Silas  Bent 
and  Matthias  M’Girk  arc  elected  to  the  Senate 
of  the  state— David  Murick,  John  S.  Ball, 
Joshua  Barton,  Mary  P.  Leduc,  Alexander 
Stewart- and  Henry  Walton  are  returned  for 
the  House  of  Representatioves— Joseph  C 
Brown  is  elected  Sheriff— and  John  Uobb, 
Coroner. 

The  American  Consul  at  Liverpool  inform- 
ed capt.  Place,  of  the  ship  Neptune  recently 
arrived,  that  the  French  government  had  levi- 
ed a countervailing  duly  of  100  francs  per  ton 
on  American  vessels. 

Mr.  William  Coubstt,  says  the  London 
Times,  “ is  a prisoner  in  the  rules  of  the 
King’s  Bench,  with  a view  of  taking  the  bene- 
fit of  the  insolvent  act.”  Mr.  Cobbett  and  Mr 
Benbow  are  accused  of  causing  placards  to  be 
posted  up  about  tbe  city. 

We  hear  every  day  of  men,  crying  out 
against  praty,  who  arc  the  most  active 
partizans  amongst  us — of  some,  who  like  * 
Vicars  of  Bray , trim  between  all  par-j 
ties — and  of  others,  who  are  decided  par- 
tizans, and  zealous  always  to  support 
principles  which  they  think  right,  who 
unite  with  the  two  former  classes  ol 
characters  in  wishing  party  spirit  was 
uead.  facts  appear  to  prove  that  the 
latter  are  imposed  upon  by  the  former. 
The  vile  and  miserable  .idea  of  “ama/ga- 
matinx”  party  Tccfings  lias  obtained  in- 
finitely ttwauch  currency.  Federalists 


may  possess  a temporising  spirit  in  po- 
litical economy  and  measures.  But  no 
reliance  is  to  be  placed  in  the  hypocriti- 
cal cants  of  these  veterans  in  the  unholy 
cause  of  opposition  to  the  excellent  prin 
ciplcs  of  representative  Democracy.  As 
well  might  the  Devil  be  asked  ‘to  espouse 
the  cause  of  chistianity,’  as  to  expect 
that  a federalist,  of  the  illiberal  order, 
would  support  democratic  measures. — 
Away,  then,  with  the  notions  of  amalga- 
mation. The  republicans  should  never 
yicldan  ihchof  ground.  These  remarks 
have  been  elicited  by  having  seen  in  the 
Commentator  the  following  impudent 
toast,  which  was  drank  in  Franklin 
county  at  a dinner  given  last  week  lo 
Gen.  Adair.

Shadrach  Penn,  well  known  in  Lex- 
ington and  Georgetown,  is  now  publish-1 
ng  a paper  at  Louisville,  called  the  Pub 
lie  Advertiser,  and  is  endeavoring  to  ac 
quire  distinction  by  abusing  our  town.  Ifi 
his  paragraphs  gratify  the  refined  taste 
of  his  Louisville  readers,  they  are  wel- 
come to  ail  the  pleasure  which  can  be 
derived  from  them:  but  the  public,  should 
be  aware,  that  he  is  the  same  Shadrach 
who  once  published  a paper  at  George- 
■own;  that  he  from  thence  removed  to 
Lexington,  where  he  printed  another  j 
one,  which  was  done  distinguished  for 
its  hostility  to  the  war,  end  its  scur- 
rilous abuse  of  the  patriotic  soldiers  who! 
supported  it ; when,  finding  his  labours 
in  that  holy  work  discountenanced  In 
society,  he  took  himself  off  lo  some  dis- 
tant fiarl  of  the  world  and  was  not  heard 
o:  ior  a long  time  here,  r or  until  his  re-1 
iuscitation  as  an  editor  at  Louisville. — . 
Who  imported,  or  who  sc:  him  ufi  there, 
is  unknown  here;  though  from  the  gen- 
eral cast  of  his  paragraphs,  it  is  very; 

vident,  that  his  venom  to  Lexington  is' 
indulged  by  his  lackers,  and  that  he; 
spits  it  forth  because  we  did  not  make! 
him  rich  by  supporting  his  former  iin-j 
maculate  newspapers.  Under  these  cir- 
cumstances his  backers  are  advised  to! 
consider  whether,  if  Louisville  should,! 
in  like  manner  suffer  his  present  Adver- 
tis  rto  fall  through,  he  would  not  again 
emigrate  to  some  other  town,  and  as  vin-j 
‘ielively  indulge  himself  in  abuse  of, 
Louisville?  Often  have  such  travelling', 
editors  as  him  excited  prejudice  i:i  the 
one  town  towards  another,  when  theiic 
interests  are  the  same,  to  the  great  inju-J 
ry  of  both.  It  is  however  hoped,  that  will; 
not  be  the  effect  in  the  present  instance.! 
Our  town  has  never  opposed  the  inter- 
ests of  Louisville.  Our  newsp  apers,  it 
is  believed,  have  never  attacked  her' 
character.  And  when  the  man,  Shad-j 
each,  commenced  his  assaults  upon  us, 
we  were  not  interfering  in  her  concerns. 
What  apology  then  can  he  make  for  his 
present  course  ? He  is  even  ungrateful 
towards  the  friends  who  once  supported 
him  here  ; and  shews  plainly,  that  all  the 
professions  which  he  then  made,  ofhis 
vishes  to  promote  the  prosperity  of  Lex- 
ington, were  produced  by  his  wishes  to!

commercia!  and  agricultural  nations —

Review  of  Mr.  Barry’s  Speech. 

From  the  f.oiiisvi'le  Cornier,  nf  July  14. 

On  Tuesday  last  William  T.  Barry, 
the  candidate  for  the  office  of  I/cutcn-! 
ant  Governor,  addressed  a crowded  au- 
dicncc  upon  the  highly  interesting  sub- 
ject of  relief;  a subject  which  justly  ex- 
cited the  attention  o!  our  most  intelligent 
and  reflecting  citizens.  Oppressed  l>\ ! 
the.  fatigues  of  iiis  late  journey  and  cn-l 
feebler!  by  recent  indisposition,  the  ora-! 
ior  rose  with  a grave  and  dejected  air 
lie  rose  a stranger  to  those  whom  he' 
was  bout  to  address.  This  was  the  first! 
time  that  lie  had  visited  Louisville.  It! 
therefore  became  necessary  that  lie) 
should  introduce  himself  to  his  audience! 
and  give  a brief  outline  of  his  own  char- 
acter and  principles.  This  he  perform- 
ed with  proper  dclic-tv,  but  with  no  in- 
considerable embarrassment;  which  was 
truly  characteristic  of  his  native  unas-i 
sumingneas  and  modesty  of  feeling.  A> 
high  and  lofty  mind  such  as  his  could , 
not  find  scope  for  full  and  free  action,  inj 
the  contracted  region  ol  sslf.  iiisexoi- 
diuin  was  therefore  somewhat  cold  and 
forced.  Like  a heavily  freighted  ship i 
he  moved  slowly  on  until  he  h id  cleared! 
the  shallows  of  the  harbor.  Then  it  was! 
that  lie  saw  the  boundless  expanse  which 
lay  before  him  and  th-.  difficulties  with 
which  he  was  surrounded  Tne  task 
was  momentous  and  the  energi-.t  of  his 
comprehensive  mind  expanded  with  tin- 
occasion.  The  prejudices  of  the  people' 
whom  he  was  addressing  already  precon-! 
ceived  against  the  opinions  which  he  was 
advocating  ; his  own  weak  and  cnfee-l 
bled  situation — and  the  vasthes  of  the 
subject  which  employed  his  consiceia-! 
ion, — were  circumstances  in  tbems  Ives' 
ippalling  and  required  a consi  .viable 
, ffort  to  reset.  In  resisting  them  he! 
tvas  not  wanting.  He  based  his  argu-i 


laws  conforming  to  their  condition  and 
adapted  to  their  capacity  (from  the  an 
mill  proceeds  of  their  labor)  to  meet 
their  engagements ; thereby  impairing 
the  authority  of  examples  drawn  from 
commercial  countries,  lie  represented

Iiis  rcasonin;  s w-  e r r.g 
illustrations  striking  and  forcible,  his 
system  and  arrangement  inimitable. 
Sometimes  sentimental  and  pith"  ic,  al- 
wir  - cogent  and  logic  tl,  he  delighted 
wlulc  he  instructed  and  convinced.  Iiis 
eloquence  was  not  of  that  fiery,  raving, 
rliapsodistif".  1 kind,  which  infuriates  its 
heavers  and  induces  a l.astv  accordance 
with  the  views  of  the  speaker,  but  of  a 
Gear,  animated,  convincing  character, 
which  impressed  itself  dqvpiy  upm  tb<- 
conviction*  and  understanding  of  the  au 
dicncc.  They  were  never  operated  up- 
on by  enchantment  as,  it  were — they 
could  always  sec  and  feel  and  measure 
the  ground  which  they  occupied,  so  de- 
mon.,traldc  were  Ids  positions.  While 
hi3  eloquence  reached  their  hearts,  it 
established  i'sclf  upon  the  judgements 
ol  the  pqop'.e.  His  delighted  and  as- 
tonished audience  left  him  with  tkc  al- 
most unanimous  determination,  tint,  if 
he  has  erred  upon  this  single  question, 
they  would  still  unite  tluir  suffrages  in 
rewarding  his  general  and  acknowledg- 
ed m ints;  as  an  eidi  'htenccl  statesman, 
a tried  rat'int  and  a faithful  soldier.

AWFUL  CALAMITY. 

Baltimore,  a o.  30. 

Between  nine  and  ten  o’clock  yester- 
day morning,  two  distinct  explosions 
were  heard  in  this  city,  accompanied  by 
concussions,  such  as  have  been  before 
experienced  after  the  blowing  up  of 
Powder  Mills.  The  appearance  of  an 
immense  volume  of  smoke  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Bellona  Powder  Works,  left 
little  or  no  doubt  of  what  had  taken 
place,  and  excited  much  anxiety  for  the 
fate  of  the  men  employed  in  the  works. 
To  the  politeness  of  several  gentlemen 
who  repaired  to  the  place  immediately 
after  the  explosion  was  heard,  we  are 
indebted  Tor  the  following  details : — 

The  house  which  first  was  blown  up 
was  the  stamping  mill.  One  cf  the 
workmen  states,  that  he  was  not  con- 
scious of  the  explosion  until  ha  found 
himself  lying  in  the  mill-yacc  hard  by  ; 
neither  did  he  know  his  thigh  was  brot- 
cn  until  he  attempted  to  walk.  In  this 
mill  there  were  two  others,  one  of 
who-  mortally  wounded,  the  other 
«•.  apod  unhurt. 

About  fifty  yards  from  the  mill  stood 
the  drying  room,  in  which  six  men  were 
at  work.  The  fire  of  the  first  explo 
sion  was  violently  forced  into  the  win- 
dows of  this  house,  containing  about  60 
kegs  of  powder.  The  workmen  had1 
omy  time  to  precipitate  themselves  into 
the  mill-race,  near  the  door,  when  this 
house  was  also  desroyed,  with  a most 
awful  explosion ^ 

A ’.joining  this  house  stood  the  grain- 
ery,  containing  also  a large  quantity  of 
powder.  In  this  there  were  tnree  men 
at  work,  two  of  whom  were  killed,  hav- 
i ; been  thrown  to  the  distance  of  80 
yards.  Their  bodies  were  shockingly- 
mangled  and  burnt.  No  traces  of  the 
third  workman  were  discovered  when 
our  informants  left  there.  The  roof  of 
the  packing  house  was  removed,  but  the 
powder  stored  in  it  fortunately  did  not 
take  fire.  As  far  as  the  injury  extends 
the  premises  exhibit  a scMie  of  awful 
and  utter  desolation.  This  is  the  fourth 
time  since  their  first  erection,  that  the 
B Ilona  Powder  Mills  have  experienced 
t.iis  destrm  tive  calamity. 

A coronet’s  inquest  was  held  by  Jas. 
B.  Stansbury,  esq.  on  tie  bodies  of  Jos. 
Kellry  and  Owen  O’Neal,  two  of  the 
Workmen,  killed  by  the  explosion. 

Thomas  Tallin  is  mortally  wounded. 

Edward  Guineatnan  has  a leg  iractur- 
cd. 

William  Logue  is  missing. 

Since  the  above  was  written  it  is  s-iJ 
that  the  two  wounded  men  have  expired, 
William  Logue  br  ing  blown  near  four 
hundred  yards  therefrom,  with  tl.c  loss 
of  his  head,  both  legs,  and  one  arm,  Sec.

PETERSBURG,  V4.  AUG.  29. 

The  painful  duty  again  devolves  upon 
as  of  recording  the  destruction  of  the 
property  of  our  fellow-citizens  by  fire. 
On  Monday  night,  about  11  o’clock,  the 
alarm  was  sounded  in  ouv  streets,  and  the 
flames  were  seen  bursting  out  of  the 
vrooofeu  building  situated  at  the  north- 
east corner  of  Market  square.  Our 
citizens,  with  the  greatest  alacrity,  re- 
p tired  to  the  scene  of  .conflagration — 
a id  nothin-  was  lost  in  ex’f-iidiug  a line 
to  the  river.  But,  in  a few  minutes,  the 
fi’-e  had  taken  so  firm  a Hold  as  to  render 
vain  the  hope  of  extinguishing  it,  and  to 
set  at  naught  all  the  efforts  of  our  en- 
gine companies  to  stay  its  progress 
w..ile  there  remained  one  of  the  adjoin- 
ing buildings  in  its  way.  Two  of  the 
intermediate  housc-s,  therefore,  becarny 
4fie  instant  objects  of  attack — and,  after 
their  removal,  which  was  soon  effected, 
the  flames  were  suppressed  without 
difficulty.  Thus,  in  about  an  hour’s 
time,  seven  tenements,  extending  along 
the  north  side  of  Market  square,  and  in 
hanited  ci  i fly  by  retail'  gr  c i s doing 
business  in  the  small  way,  were  burnt  to 
to-,  ground.  Only  the  house  at  the  west 
end  of  the  row  is  left  standing — howe- 
ver, non  ' the  rear  buildings  are  burnt. 

Thi  c originated,  no  one  can  tell 
exac  ly  how,  yet  generally  supposed  in  I 
an  accidental  way.  The  whole  row  be-  j 
ing  of  wood,  and  v<  ry  combustible,  the 
work  of  destruction  was  soon  over,  and 
b t li  t t.me  a lowed  the  unfortunate 
occupants  to  save  their  effects,  Sonic 
have  lost  considerably,  and  all  have  suf- 
fered.

Account  of  a Comb  for 
gathering  Ciovur  feceA. 

MAY  8,  1820. 

I present  for  the  inspection  of  the  society, 
a simple  implement  for  gathering  clover  seed, 
which  I used  last  summer  with  gi  .st  advan- 
tage and  success.  It  combines  no  new  prin 
ciple  in  the  construction,  different  from  sev- 
eral others  in  common  use ; nor  is  it  of  recent 
invention,  for  I remember  to  have  seen  one 
similar  to  it  twenty  years  ago;  the  recollec 
tion  of  v l.’.ch  induced  me  to  have  some  made 
last  summer,  when  from  the  excessive 
drought  which  prevailed,  our  clover  did  nut 
get  high  ei  o Igil  o cut.  It  is  recommence  i 
for  the  simplicity  of  its  construction,  and 
cheapness,  (the  entire  cost  not  being  more 
than  75  cents,)  the  case  with  v.  hicli  it  is  woi  Ic- 
ed, and  the  astonishing  ex;  edi'  ion  and  success 
which  attends  its  use.  A neighbour  of  mine, 
and  a member  of  this  society  (now  present) 
gathered  last  summer,  with  one  exactly  simi- 
lar to  the  present  model, 100  bushels  in  a dav, 
commencing  after  the  dew  was  off.  But  here 
it  should  be  mentioned,  that  the  clover  stood 
' very  thick  and  erect,  and  the  heads  w ere  per- 
fectly full  and  inline  order  for  pulling  A few 
days  succeeding  after  a heavy  rain  which  beat 
; off  a great  deal  of  the  seed  and  tangled  the 
[clover,  in  the  s.  me  field  and  with  the  same 
’machine,  1 could  not  gather  more  than  63 
'bushels.  The  man  who  uses  it,  should  go 
[regularly,  through  the  field  in  rows,  as  he 
would  in  mow  ing,  and  he  will-cam  about  as 
wide  a row  as  he  would  u i:ji  a scythe.  In 
making  fr  rn  six  to  t*  c ive strokes, he  will  get 
so  much  as  to  require  the  cunh  to  be  einpti- 
jed.  A small  boy  w i' h a large  hamper  or  open 
basket,  should  attend  his  steps  fi-r  this  pur- 
pose, aud  the  boy  can  wait  upon  tw  o gather- 
i era.  As  the  hampers  gel  fill  they  should  be 
emptied  into  a cart,  which  must  attend  to  re- 
; move  the  seed  to  the  place  of  keeping. 

1 have  seen  a machine  upon  this  principle, 
fixed  upon  low  wheels,  and  drawn  by  ahorse, 
a cut  ni  d description  of  which  is  given  in  I lie 
American  Farmer,  volume  I,  page  25.1.  The 
objections  to  the  horse  rake  are,  that  the 
horse  beats  down  a quantity  of  the  seed,  and 
if  stumps  or  stones  intervene,  \ ou  must  devi- 
,-lte  from  a straight  course,  thereby  missing  a 
| great  many  heads,  and  the  operation  of  emp- 
I tying; llic  box  is  tedious,  and  attended  with 

I waste  A gentleman  who  uses  the  horse  rake, 
saw  my  /tend  Combs  (as  I call  them)  at  work, 
and  gave  them  a decided  preference.  The 
combs  will  work  around  a stump  or  stone,  as 
[easily  and  as  effectually  as  a grass  scythe ; and 
[although  they  strip  the  heads  perfectly  clean, 

• vet  a sufficiency  of  seed  fails  to  the  ground  in 
the  operation  to  renew  the  crop  of  clover  if  the 
! ground  is  intended  for  a fallow.

AN*ACT 
.To  incorporate  the  inhabitants  of  the  City  of 

Washington,  and  to  repeal  all  acts  hereto 

fore  passed  for  that  purpose. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  house 
cf  re/ircsentatives  of  the  United  States  oj 
America  in  congress  assembled , That 
the  act  entitled  “ An  act  to  incorporate 
the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Washing- 
ton, in  the  District  of  Columbia*”  and 
the  act  supplementary  to  the  same,  pas- 
sed on  the  24th  of  February,  in  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  four, 
and  the  act  entitled  “ An  act  further  to 
amend  the  charter  of  the  city  of  Wash 
ington,”and  all  other  acts,  or  parts  of 
acts,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  re» 
pealed  : Provided , however,  That  the 
mayor,  the  members  of  the  board  of  al- 
dermen, and  members  of  the  board  ol 
Common  council  of  the  corporation  of 
"the  said  city,  shall  and  may  remain  and 
continue  as  such,  for  and  during  the 
terms  for  which  they  have  been  respcc 
tively  appointed,  subject  to  the  terms 
and  conditions  in  such  cascslcgally  made 
and  provided ; and  all  acts  or  things 
done,  or  which  may  be  done,  by  them, 
in  pursuance  to  the  provisions,  or  by  vir- 
tue of  the  authority,  of  the  said  acts,  or 
either  of  them,  and  not  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this,  shall  be  valid,  and 
of  as  full  force  and  effect  as  if  the  said 
act  had  hot  have  been  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted, 
That  the  inhabitants  of  the  city  of  Wash- 
ington shall  continue  to  be  a body  poli- 
tic and  corporate;  by  the  name  of  the 
« Mayor,  Board  of  Aldermen,  and  the 
Board  of  Common  Council  of  the  city 
of  Washington,”  to  be  elected  by  ballot, 
as  hereinafter  directed  ; and,  by  theii 
corporate  names,  may  sue  and  he  sued, 
implead  and  be  impleaded,  grant  and 
receive,  ami  do  all  other  acta  as  natural 
persons  ; may  purchase  and  hold  real, 
personal,  and  mixed  property,  or  dispose 
of  the  same,  for  the  benefit  qf  the  city  ; 
and  may  have  and  use  a city  seal,  am. 
break  and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  enacted. 
That  «he  mayor  of  the  said  city  shall  be 
elected,  on  the  first  Monday  in  June 
next,  and  on  the  same  day  in  c\  ery  se- 
cond year  thereafter,  at  the  same  lime 
and  place,  in  the  same  manner,  and  by 
ti.e  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  members 
of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  the  boarc 
of  common  council.  That  the  commis- 
sioners here  ioaftcr  mentioned  shall  make 
out  duplicate  certificates  of  the  result 
of  the  election  of  mayor;  and  shall  re- 
turn one  to  the  board  of  aldermen,  ami 
the  other  to  the  board  of  common  coun- 
cil, on  the  Monday  next  ensuing  'the  e- 
lection;  and  the  person  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  may 
or:  but  in  case  two  or  more  persons 
highest  in  vote,  shall  have  an  equal  num- 
ber of  votes,  then  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
thebgard  ofalttcrnaen  .md  llie  hoard  o; 
common  council,  to  proceed  forthwith 
by  ballot,  in  joint  meeting,  to  determine 
the  choice  between  such  persons.  The 
mayor  shall,  on  the  Monday  next  cns-i 
ing  lib  election,  before  he  enters  on  the 
duties  of  his  office,  in  the  presence  ol 
the  board  of  aldermen  and  commot 
council,  in  joint  meeting,  lake  an  oath, 
to  be  at  ministered  by  a justice  of  the 
peace,  “ lawfully  to  execute  the  duties 
of  his  office,  to  the  best  of  his  skill  ant 
judgment,  without  favorer  partiality.” 
lie  shall,  ex  officio,  have  and  excrcis- 
all  the  powers,  authority,  and  jurisdic- 
tion of  a justice  of  the  peace  for  Wash 
ington  county,  within  the  said  county. 
He  shall  nominate,  and,  with  the  con 
sent  of  the  board  of  alderman,  appoint  t< 
all  offices  under  the  corporation,  (ex- 
cept commissioners  of  election,)  and 
may  remove  any  such  officer  from  office 
at  his  will  and  pleasure.  He  shall  ap 
point  persons  to  fill  up  all  vacancies 
which  may  occur  during  the  recess  o> 
the  board  of  aldermen,  to  hold  such  ap 
pointments  until  the  end  of  the  then  en- 
suing session.  He  may  convene  th; 
two  boards  when,  in  his  opinion,  the  pub 
11c  guod  may  require  it  ; and  he  shah 
lay  before  them,  from  lime  to  time,  it. 
writing,  such  alterations  in  the  laws  o 
the  corporation  as  he  may  deem  necess 
ry  and  proper,  and  he  shall  receive,  for 
hisservic  s,  annually,  a just  and  reasons 
b e compensation,  to  be  allowed  and  fix 
e.lbythe  two  beards,  which  shall  nei- 
ther be  increased  nor  diminished  during 
his  continuance  in  office.  Any  person 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  mayor 
who  is  a free  white  male  citizen  ot  the 
Uni  ed  States,  who  shall  have  attained  to 
the  age  o;  thirty  years*  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  said  city  for  two  years 
immediately  preceding  his  election,  and 
who  shall  be  the  bona  fide  owner  of  a 
freehold  estate  in  the  said  city  ; and  no 
other  person  shall  he  eligible  to  the  said 
office.  In  case  of  the  refusal  of  any  per- 
son to  arcept  the  office  of  mayor,  upon 
his  ejection  thereto,  or  of  his  death,  re- 
signation, inability,  or  removal  from  the 
city,  the  said  board  shall  assemble  and 
elect  anothcrin  his  place,  to  serve  fin 
the  remainder  oT  the  term,  or  during 
such  inability. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  enacted ,j 
Th.it  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  con- 1 
sist  of  two  members,  to  be  resident  in. 
and  chosen  from  each  ward,  by  the  qua-  i 
lified  voters  therein,  and  to  be  elected 
for  two  years  from  the  Monday  next  en-| 
suing  their  election  ; and  the  board  ot 
common  council  shall  consist  of  three- 
members,  to  he  residents  in  and  chosen 
from  each  ward, by  the  qualified  voters! 
therein,  and  to  be  elected  for  one  year 
froth  the  Monday  next  ensuing  their  e- 
lcctlon  ; and  each  board  shall  meet  at 
the  council  chamber  on  the  second  Mon 
day  in  June  next,  for  the  despatch  of 
business,  at  ten  o’clock  if)  U>c  morning, 


and  at  the  ss:ne  iiour  on  the  "second 
Monday  in  June,  in  every*  year  thereaf- 
ter ; and  at  such  other  times  as  the  two 
boards  may,  by  law,  direct.  A majori- 
ty of  each  board  shall  be  necessary  to 
form  a quorum  to  do  business,  but  a 
less  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day  : they  may  compel  the  attendance 
of  abseut  members,  i:i  such  manner,  and 
under  such  penalties,  and  allow  such 
compensation  for  the  attendance  of  the! 
members,  as  they  may,  by  law,  provide  ; 
each  hoard  shall  appoint  its  own  Presi- 
dent, who  shall  presidb  during  its  ses- 
sions, and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
on  all  questions  ; they  shall  settle  their 
rules  of  proceedings,  appoint  their  own 
officers,  regulate  their  respective  com- 
pensations, and  remove  them  at  plea-

the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  entered  there- 
on, at  the  request  of  any  member,  and 
their  deliberations  shall  be  public.  All 
ordinances  or  acts  passed  by  the  two 
boardsshall  be  sent  to  the  mayor  for  his 
approbation,  and,  when  approved  by  him 
shall  be  obligatory  as  such.  But  if  the 
mayor  shall  not  approve  of  any  ordi- 
nance or  act,  so  sent  to  him,  lie  shall  re- 
turn the  same  within  five  days,  with  his 
reasons  in  writing  therefor  ; and  if  two- 
thirds  of  both  boards,  on  re-considera- 
tion thereof,  agree  to  pass  the  same,  it 
shall  be  in  force,  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  approved  it  ; but,  if  the  two  boards 
shall,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its 
return,  the  same  shall  not  be  obligato- 
ry. 

And  be  it  farther  enacted, 
That  no  person  shall  be  eligible  for  a 
seat  in  the  board  of  aldermen,  or  board 
of  corumon  council,  unless  he  shall  be 
more  than  twenty-five  years  cf  age,  a 
free  white  male  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  and  shall  have  been  a resident  of 
the  city  of  Washington  for  one  year 
next  preceding  the  day  of  election,  and. 
ahall,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  be  a re- 
sident of  the  ward  for  which  he  shall  be 
elected,  and  bo  then  the  bona  fide  own- 
er of  a freehold  estate  in  the  said  city, 
and  shall  have  beenasscsscd  on  the  book 
of  the  corporation,  for  the  year  ending 
on  the  thirty-first  ol  December  next  en- 
suing the  day  cf  election.  And  even- 
free  white  male  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  of  lawful  age,  who  shall  have  re- 
sided in  the  city  of  Washington  for  nn 
year  next  preceding  the  day  of  election, 
and  shall  be  a resident  of  the  ward  in 
which  he  shall  offer  to  vote,  and  who 
shall  have  been  assessed  on  the  books  cf 
the  corporation,  for  the  year  ending  on 
the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next 
preceding  the  day  of  election,  and  who 
shall  have  paid  all  taxes  legally  assess 
ed  and  due  on  personal  property,  when 
legally  required  to  pay  the  same;  and 
no  other  person  shall  be  entitled  to  a] 
vote  at  any  election  for  members  of  the] 
two  boards.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty 
ul'ilia  r£Blctcr  of  tile  ciiy,  or  such  offi-l 
ccr  as  the  corporation  may  hereafter  di- 
rect, to  furnish  the  commissioners  of  e 
lections  in  each  ward,  previous  to  open- 
ing the  polls,  at  every  election,  a list  of 
persons  having  a right  to  vote,  agree 
ably  to  the  provisions  of  this  section. 

Sec.  ti.  And  be  it  further  enacted, 
That  an  election  for  members  of  tin- 
board  of  aldermen  and  board  of  com- 
mon council,  shall  be  held  on  the  first 
Monday  of  June  next,  and  on  the  first 
Monday  in  June  annually  thereafter; 
and  all  elections  shall  beheld  by  thre. 
commissioners  to  be  appointed  in  each 
ward,  by  the  two  boards  in  joint  miet- 
ing,  which  appointment  shall  be  at  least 
ten  days  previous  to  tne  day  of  each 
election.  Audit  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  commissioners  so  appointed  to  give 
at  least  five  days  previous  public  notice 
ofthe  place  in  caph  ward  where  such  c- 
lections  are  to  be  held.  The  commis 
sioners  shall,  before  they  receive  any 
ballot,  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirma 
tion,  to  be  administered  by  some  justice 
of  the  peace,  for  the  county  of  Wash 
ington,  “ truly  and  faithfully  to  receive 
arid  return  the  votes  of  such  pet-sops  as 
arc  by  law  entitled  to  vote  for  members 
orthe  board  of  aldermen  and  board  of, 
common  council,  in  their  respectivt  I 
wards,  according  to  the  best  of  theii  ] 
judgment  and  understanding  ; and  not 
knowingly  to  receive  or  return  the  vote 
of  any  person  who  is  not  entitled  to  the 
same.”
